Penn Central trustees said they 
would file a liquidation plan 
July 2, but they later asked an 
extension. Hartke is chairman 
of the Senate subcommittee on 
surface transportation.

Hanoi's Le Due Tho, who nego­ 
tiated the new accord to 
strengthen, their much-violated, 
cease-fire pact, scheduled a 
separate signing ceremony lat­ 
er in the day to include only 
the United States and North 
Vietnam. 
Neither disclosed details of 
what they had agreed on. 
The new agreement came in 
the second day of the latest 
round of conferences by Kissin­ 
ger and Tho on reinforcing'the 
Jan. 21 peace pact that was de­ 
signed to end the Vietnam war. 
Secret negotiations leading to 
today's communique began as 
early as April because of con­ 
tinuing violations that under­ 
mined the earlier agreement. 
The signing formalities had 
been twice postponed — Satur­ 
day and Tuesday — reportedly 
because the Saigon government 
objected to the new agreement. 
Prsident Nguyen Van Thieu 
of South Vietnam opposed parts 
of the new accord, fearing it 
would amount to formal recog­ 
nition of the partition of South 
Vietnam between his gover- 
ment and the Provisional Revo­ 
lutionary Government, of the 
Viet Cong. 
Kissinger announced that be 
and Tho had initialed the new 
accord and were prepared to 
sign it as he and the North 
Vietnamese Politburo member 
came out of the suburban 
French Communist villa where 
they held today’s negotiating 
sessions. Both were smiling as 
they exited together.

Partly sunny skies were fore­ 
cast for the state Thursday, 
with lows tonight ranging from 
the middle 50s to low 60s, with 
highs Thursday in the low and 
middle 80s. 
The extended outlook called 
for sunny days and fair nights 
Friday and Saturday, with a 
chance of showers Sunday. 
Highs were forecast for the 80s 
Friday and Saturday, warming 
to the upper 80s and low 90s 
Sunday. Lows were expected to 
range in the middle 50s to low 
60s Friday, increasing to the 
upper 60s and low 70s Sunday.

Historic Metamora Readies For Bowen Visit 


The new 
Metamora 
Mill 
M u s e u m and other new 
facilities at the old grist mil 
jft Whitewater Canal State 
Memorial will be dedicated at 
10 a.m. (EST) June 14 by 
Governor Otis R. Bowen, it was 
announced today by Joseph D. 
Cloud, Director of the Indiana 
D e p a r t m e n t of Natural 
Resources’. 
The master of ceremonies will 
be John A. Hillenbrand II, 
Chairman 
of 
the 
Indiana 
Natural Resources Commission. 
Also on the program is Carl 
H. Armstrong, Director of the 
Divisions of Museums and 
Memorials1, which is a unit of 
the Department of Natural 
Resources. 
The Canal Days Museum will 
occupy the two floors of the 
brick, grist mill, which was built 
before 1890 There were at least 
two earlier mills on the same 
site, which is on the south bank 
of the Whitewater Canal. The 
76-mie canal extended from 
Hagerstown to Lawreneeburg, 
and later a second leg was 
constructed from Harrison to 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Begun in 1836, the Whitewater 
Canal was operated until 1865. 
With a fall of 490 feet as it 
paralelled the East Fork of the 
Whitewater River to Brookville 
and then the main Whitewater 
River to the Ohio River, the 
Canal had 56 locks and seven 
feeder dams. Canal boats were 
towed by six to eight horses 
or mules hitched tandem, and 
attained an upstream speed of 
3 miles per hour and 6 miles 
per hour. 
'The round trip fare from 
Hagerstown to Cincinnati was 
$3. However, the principal use 
was for freight. In 1866 the tow 
path was leased to a railroad, 
which only recently suspended 


operations between Brookville 
and Connersville. 
In 1946 the Department of 
Natural Resources acquired 14 
miles of the Whitewater Canal, 
from the feeder dam at Laurel 
to 
below 
Metamora.. 
This 
stretch originally included nine 
locks and three aqueducts. Thus 
far 
Lock 
No. 
24 
below 
Metamora and the unusual 
wooden aqueduct which carries 
the Canal over Duck Creek have 
been restored. 
The 
“Valley 
Belle,” 
a 
motorized launch simulating a 
canal boat, makes daily trips 
during the summer from the 
Columbia Street dock in Old 
Metamora, through the covered 
Duck Creek aqueduct, and to 
Lock No. 24. When repairs are 
made there the trip will con­ 
tinue io the Twin Locks (Lock 
No. 23) two miles farther 
downstream.

arrangement. It is particularly 
popular with school, and club 
groups. 
Preparing to replace an 1877 
turbine with a water wheel to 
provide power for the mill’s 
operation, the Department of 
Natural Resources* last year 
decided to install a breast wheel 
because the potential fall at the 
Millville Lock (No. 25) was only 
six feet. This unusual type of 
wheel is patterned after one at 
the 
restored 
Colonial 
Iron 
Works at Saugus, Mass. 
Massachusetts. 
The wheel is 12 feet in. 
diameter and 5 feet wide. Its 
buckets make a. 90-degree arc 
in conveying the water, counter­ 
clockwise, from, the upper to 
lower levels of the Metamora 
Lock. 
The wheel is made of swamp 


cypress, with the spokes and 
hub of Indiana white oak. The 
work was done by a Hoosier 
Amish millwright. 
The original, cast-iron gears 
with hard maple teeth are used 
to convey the water wheel’s 
power to the two 43 inch French 
burr stones which comprise the 
principal mill operation. The 
stones came from an old mill 
at Dillsboro, in southeastern 
Indiana. They will provide corn 
meal for sale, similar to the 
operation at Spring Mill State 
Park in southwestern Indiana.

Nixon Talks Tonight On 
New Anti-Inflation Plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Pres­ 
ident Nixon will disclose his 
major new* program, to fight in­ 
flation in a nationwide radio 
and television address at 8:30' 
p.m. EDT, the White House 
said. 
The White House said Nixon 
will speak for about 10 to 15 
minutes and announce the plan 
he has been, working on with 
his close economic advisers for 
the past several weeks. 
The President will meet with 
his Cabinet at 4:30 p.m. and an 
hour later with bipartisan lead­ 
ers from Congress, Deputy 
Press Secretary Gerald L. War­ 
ren said. 
Details of the newr plan, de­ 
scribed variously by adminis­ 
tration sources as a "major op­ 
eration,” a ‘firm but moderate 
approach,” and "more than 
cosmetic this time,” were hard 
to come by. Most sources ex­ 
pected a significant tightening 
of wage price controls along 
with several other anti-inflation 
measures. 
Although there was no con­ 
firmation, some officials said 
Lung Assoc.

Meanwhile, Republicans won 
a delay, at least until today, on 
a vote on Sen. Wiliam Prox- 
mire’s proposal to require a 90- 
day freeze on wages, prices, 
consumer interest rates, profits 
and rents. 
Officials expected the Presi­ 
dent to move against recently 
posted, price boost* in the steel 
and copper industries in an at­ 
tempt to create more credi­ 
bility for the price-control pro­ 
gram. 
Nixon also has seriously con­ 
sidered flexible export controls, 
sources said. The idea would be 
to try to increase the supplies 
of commodities at home and 
pull down prices, even though 
the world market prices may 
lie higher.

A New York Times rtory said 
that, according to federal, state 
and local narcotics agents, two 
team ates are believed to be 
dealing in a multi million-dollar 
cocaine 
operation, 
another 
player is suspected of having 
helped finance a cocaine deal­ 
er’s operation and the fourth 
player, 
reportedly 
a. 
heavy 
smoker of hashish, is believed 
to 
be 
involved 
with 
large 
amounts of it. None of the four 
was named. 
In the past two years, there 
have been cases of drugs in­ 
volving 
Lance 
Rentzel, 
Don 
Parish, 
Duane 
Thomas 
and, 
most recently, 
John 
Reaves. 
And 
a suit against 
the San 
Diego Chargers filed by former 
defensive 
lineman 
Houston 
Ridge, who claimed drugs pro­ 
vided by Ihe team wrecked his 
career, resulted in reports* of 
widespread drug abuse. 
The NFL insists its security 
program, 
headed 
by 
former 
FBI agent Jack Danahy, has 
been used as a model by other 
professional 
leagues.

The dedication speech was made by 
Robert Braun, Director of the Historic 
Landmarks Foundation of Indiana. 
Braun gave great credit to the people of 
the community for wishing to preserve 
all our landmarks, saying he felt that 
many communities are regretting the 
haste with which they have destroyed 
and rebuilt. He emphasized, however, 
that equally important was instilling in 
the minds of all children a respect for 
these buildings and our heritage and 
knowing that what’s past is only pro­ 
logue to the future. 
The historic oak is on the lawn of the 
property formerly owned by Charles and 
Anna Newhouse.*At the time it was pur­ 
chased by the Ittners, Mr. Ittner con­ 
sidered cutting all trees on the lawn. He 
had this tree appraised, and by taking 
boring, the age of the tree was establish­ 
ed. It was appraised for three thousand 
dollars, I believe. At any rate, the night 
it was appraised, he and his lovely wife, 
Rose, had dinner at an adjoining table 
in the Sidewalk Cafe of the Durbin. This 
was Sesquicentennial Year, with a col­ 
umn to fill for Miscellany on a regular 
schedule. To have a slow-growing hard­ 
wood tree standing in the heart of Rush- 
ville which had started its growth the 
same year as Rush County made a won­ 
derful story . . . but to preserve the tree 
for future generations made the story 
even better. The Ittners made a financial 
sacrifice by refusing to have the tree cut, 
and making this gift to the town. (May 
their generosity start a trend! Rush 
County could use more citizens who 
think in terms of civic generosity!) Great 
credit on this project must go to Paul 
Barada, executive secretary of our Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, whose enthusiasm 
melded several participating groups in 
support of the project.

NEW YORK (AP) — Marlon 
Brando came out of seclusion 
last night to appear on ABC’s 
“Dick Cavett Show,” discuss 
the wrongs he feels have been 
inflicted on the American In­ 
dian and put up 'with, Dick Cav­ 
ett. 
That the 49-year-old actor 
was able to have his say was 
an 
accomplishment. 
Cavett, 
normally a good interviewer, 
generally acted like a Holly­ 
wood reporter who specializes 
in such piercing queries as: 
■—“Did you, dream that ‘Last 
Tango in Paris’1 would 'be such 
a bombshell, that it would ex­ 
plode all over the place the 
way it did?” 
—“Why do you downgrade 
the acting profession?” 
—‘Were you happy with the 
way ‘The Godfather’ came 
out?” 
The problem was that Brando 
only wanted to talk, about the 
plight of the Indian,, a, cause 
he’s championed since the ear­ 
ly 1960s. Cavett wanted to dis­ 
cuss other topics that clearly 
were of no interest to the actor. 
Cavett did get off to a fair, if 
obvious, start by asking about 
Brando’s refusal of an Acade­ 
my award. 
That incident occurred last 
March, when, Brando refused to 
accept, an Oscar for “The 'God­ 
father” to protest the treatment 
of American Indians by both 
Hollywood and the government. 
He sent an Apache, Sachen 
Littlefeather, to make his pro­ 
test speech for him before a na­ 
tional TV audience. He told 
Cavett he’d probably do the 
same thing again, but added: 
“I was embarrassed for 


Sacheen—she wasn’t able to 
say what she was intending to 
say. And I was upset that 
people should boo and whistle 
and stomp, even though per­ 
haps it was directed at my­ 
self.” 
Brando, unshaven, soft-spok­ 
en and clad in a denim jacket, 
wasn’t asked why he didn’t 
make the speech himself, nor 
did he tell why. 
Brando, a study in quiet pas­ 
sion and harsh words when dis­ 
cussing the plight of Indians, 
grew visibly annoyed when, 
Cavett kept, interjecting ques­ 
tions about his movies or acting 
philosophy. 
At one point, he complained, 
“We have so little time to talk 
about Indians and there’s so 
much to say about them that I 
hate to talk about movies.,.. 
It’s such a misuse of time, but 
then I’m your guest and I don’t 
want to horn in on what your 
program is going to be about.” 
Cavett, often flustered, spent 
the last half-hour of his show 
with three members of Indian 
tribal councils and Dr. Wallace 
G. Heath, director of the Lum- 
mi Indian tribe’s acquaculture 
business in Washington state. 
While they talked, Brando 
generally remained silent, lis­ 
tening intently. Cavett, thought­ 
fully probed the areas of their 
concern, their anger, their 
hopes for action by Congress. 
It wasn’t easy to follow, but 
it got the message across, and 
that was Brando’s concern in 
the first place. It probably was 
the only reason he didn’t walk 
out when Cavett kept asking 
him about his movies.

‘Real’ Cease-Fire Agreement Being Worked Out At Paris

signing and includes tim etables 
for other provisions of the origi­ 
nal truce, Saigon governm ent 
sources said today.

Kissinger and Hanoi’s Lc Due 
Tho also calls for im p lem en ta­ 
tion of Article 20 of the original 
pact.

Kissinger returned to Paris
